POINCARE THREATENS 
DEBT SETTLEMENT 


Coming Congress Will Have to 
Give Attention to New 
Policy of French. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

France and the United States are on | 
the verge of drifting into a very un- 
satisfactory impasse in their relations, 
which so far have remained happily 
cordial despite conflicting policies and 
disagreements. 

The French reply to the last Ameri- | 
ean tariff note is here and comes as an | 
unwelcome climax to past misunder- 
giandings between the two govern- 
ments. 

Real friends of France—and there 
are many in official life and in Con- 
gress—fear that the threatened tariff 
war will not only be given an 
impetus but that the Congress here 
can not longer be dissuaded from de- 
voting attention to Franco-American 
relations as a whole, with particular 
reference to the French debt, the 
French plans for further borrowing of 
American money from the banks and 
the apparent readiness of certain 
French leaders to encourage European 
aniping at Uncle Sam. 

Meanwhile, there is considerable fear 
that the evasiveness and secrecy which 
the French government appears to be 
employing in dealing with America 
will react against France. 

The tariff negotiations appear char- 
acterized, so far at least, by an urgent 
desire on the part of the French for- 
eign office to keep the facts away from 
the notice of French public opinion, s9 
that the average Frenchman will not at 
this time know what is going on. 

The secrecy which has been inject- 
ed into the negotiations has caused 
all the more surprise here because of 
the inexplicable statement made by 
Premier’ Poincare in Paris last week 
respecting the debt question. Poin- 
care told members of the French cham- 
ber that America was satisfied with 
the present status of the debt situa- 
tion und that Frenchmen should there- 
fore not inquire about it. 

At first it was feared here that some 
secret understanding had been reached 
between the French foreign office and 
the American State Department, al- 
though this appeared incredible in view 
of the department’s past attitude. 

But inquiry here quickly developed 
the fact that Poincare’s statement eas 
to the American attitude was entirely 
erroneous. The United States Govern- 
ment is not satisfied with the debt 
situation, and will not be satisfied so 
long as the government of France en- 
deavors to maintain a so-called non- 
payment policy vith respect to its 
$4,000,000,000 obfgation to the taxpay- 
ers of the United States. 

The coming Congress, in dealing with 
tax problems, will devote considerable 
attention to this policy of France, and 
members of the House as well as sena- 
tors will focus the country’s attention 
on just what this means. It will be 
pointed out that the money being used 
by France now is American taxpayers’ 
money to the extent of $4,000,000,000; 
that Americans are confronted with a 
creditor nation which refuses to pay, 
and that leaders who are shaping the 
policies of France apparently hope to 
evade if not repudiate the debt. 

May Check More Loans. 


Having-called attention to tne French 
policy, the attempt will be made to put 
an effective check on further French 
loans floated in the United States and 
to warn American*investors. _

Three Other Youths Quizzed 
by Authorities Before 
Alleged Confession. 


Woodbury, N. J., Oct. = (A.P.).— 
George Yaro, arrested as a suspect in 
the slaying of Rose Sarlo, 17, confessed 
tonight, the police said, that he had 
slain the girl and had thrown her body 
over a bridge between Mantua and 
Wenonah. 

“I hit her in Woodbury and shot her 
at Mantua,” the young man was quoted 
by the authorities as having said. 

The girl’s body, with a bullet wound 
through the back and a wire twisted 
tightly about the neck, was found this 
morning. Police said she had been 
criminally attacked before. she was 
slain. The body was found today be- 
side a bridge between Wenonah and 
Mantua, from which it had: been 
thrown. 

The body was crumpled up at the 
bottom of a 20-foot wall abutting the 
bridge. 

Four suspects were arrested, among 
them Yaro, who is 23 years old. and 
lives in Barnsboro, 2 miles below 
Mantua. His automobile, said to 
answer the description of a car in 
which the girl was last seen, was partly 
burned at his home this morning. 
The Barnsboro fire department was 
called out to extinguish the blaze, 
which Yaro said started from a back- 
fire. 

Yaro famitted, police said, that he 
had shot, beaten and strangled Miss 
Sarlo to death after forcing her into his 
automobile late last night. He denied 
having criminally attacked her. 

“I met her in Woodbury at Broad 
street and Curti8 avenue,” he was 
quoted as having said. “I took her to 
East Red Bank avenue. There I struck 
her, but I don’t care what the doctor 
says, I didn’t attack her. 

“I didn’t shoot her or put the wire 


around her neck until we got to Man- 


tua. It was there that I shot and 
strangled her, although 1 had beaten 
her badly a short time before. I did it 
all alone; no one was with me.” 

Yaro’s alleged confession came at 
the end of several hours’ questioning 
by police. 

Blanche Sweeten, a neighbor of the 
slain girl, told the authorities that she 
had seen Yaro force Miss Sarlo into his 
car last night. Six:letters threatening 
to kidnap Miss Sarlo and said ~by. the 
authorities-to have been written by 
Yaro were found in the girl’s room.

FOUND IN POTOMAC RIVER 


Hikers Discover Corpse on 
Rocks in Water Below 
Great Falls. 


DISAPPEARED SEPT. 20 


A badly decomposed body found on 
the rocks in the ‘swirling rapids of the 
Potomac River about a mile below 
Great Falls yesterday afternoon was 
identified about midnight as being the 
remains of Miss Anna L. Banes, 45 


years old, of 1825 Monroe street north- 
west, who disappeared from her home 
September 20. 

Positive identification was made by 
Miss Banes’ brother, Henry B. Banes, 
jr.. who viewed the body at Pum- 
phrey’s undertaking parlor in Rock- 
ville, to which the body was taken 
shortly after it had been found. 

Mr. Banes told police that his sister 
had lived with him and their parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry Banes at the Mon- 
roe street house. She was an employe 
of the Postoffice Department, he said, 
and on the morning of September 20, 
left the house, presumably to go to 
her office. 

His sister had been under the care 
of a physician for some time for a 
nervous disorder, Mr. Banes said, and, 
when she failed to reappear at the 
home in the evening, a search was 
instituted. Her disappearance was re- 
ported to the police, and a general 
“look out’ was sent to all precincts. 
All efforts to find her had failed un- 
til yesterday when the body was dis- 
covered and police notified the Banes 
family that the body might be that of 
the missing daughter. 

The body, discovered by hikers, was 
badly decomposed and apparently had 
been in the water three months of 
more. At the undertaking establish- 
ment of W. R. Pumphreys in Rockville, 
to which the body was taken, it was 
studied carefully by physicians and 
police experts in the hope of determin- 
ing how the woman came to her death. 
No marks of violence could be found, 
although this may be accounted for 
by the decomposed state. 

Washington police believed at first 
that they could establish the identity 
of the body as being that of Mrs. Emma | 
Brashears, 45 years old, of 1220 Gallatin 
street northwest, who has been missing 
since June. Relatives of the missing 
woman went to Rockville last night, 
however, and, after viewing the body, 
said they were certain it was not Mrs. 
Brashears. 

All signs which might lead to iden- 
tification were missing from the clothes 
in which the body was garbed. The 
remains of what had apparently been 
a gray suit were about the body, and 
black shoes were on the feet. The hair 
was streaked with gray. 

The grisly find was made late yes- 
terday by J. H. Still and Millard Reed, 
cf this city, while they were walking 
along the river bank. 

Rockville police upon being notified 
of the discovery sent Policeman Law- 
rence Clagett and Mr. Pumphrey to 
the scene. Because of the swirling 
rapids and the numerous rocks, the 
two had a difficult time dragging the 
body from the rocks. By means of a 
row boat tied to a tree on an island 
nearby, Mr. Pumphrey succeeded in 


reaching the rocks and bringing the 
body to shore.

TANNER, REGISTER 
OF WILLS, IS DEAD

August 30, 1862, Corporal Tanner was 
severely wounded in both legs. On the 
field of battle, under fire, and with the 
crude ‘methods in use in those days, 
both of his legs were amputated. After 
the battle he was removed to a hos- 
pital, where for months he hovered be- 
tween life and death. 


Became Clerk in Capital. 


Upon his recovery, Corporal Tanner 
came to Washington and became a 
clerk in the Ordance Bureau of the 
War Department. It was in this ca- 
pacity that in 1865 he went to the 
Peterson House, reported the first tes- 
timony taken in connection with the 
assassination of Lincoln. Later he was 
present at the deathbed of the man 
under whose leadership he had himself 
been so grievously wounded, 

Following the death of the war Pres- 
ident, Corporal Tanner left Washington 
and became clerk of a committee of 
the New York State Legislature. Dur- 
ing this clerkship he studied law, and 
was admitted to the bar in 1869. His 
next occupation was as a clerk in the 
Custom House in New York City, and 
in 1869 he was appointed deputy col- 
lector of the Port of New York, under 
Gen. Chester A. Arthur, an office which 
he held until 1877. 

Becoming collector of taxes in Brook- 
lyn, Corporal Tanner served four terms, 
from 1877 until 1885, when he went 
on the lecture platform for four years. 

It was while a resident of Brooklyn 
that Corporal Tanner fathered : the 
movement for the establishment by 
New York State of a suitable home for 
its homeless veterans of the Civil War. 


Made Commissioner of Pensions. 


In 1889 Corporal Tanner was appoint- 
ed United States Commissioner of Pen- 
sions. President Roosevelt appointed 
the veteran register of wills of the Dis- 
trict in April,. 1904, and he had served 
continuously in that capacity until his 
death. 

Corporal Tanner has taken an active 
part in the work of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, joining the U. S. Grant 
Post, No. 327, in Brooklyn in 1969. He 
served as commander of the New York 
department of the organization for two 
terms, from 1876 to 1878. Under his 
administration he fostered the idea of 
establishing a Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Home at Bath, and as department com- 
mander of the G. A. R. he laid the 
corner stone of the first building. 

Corporal Tanner was for many years 
a member of the national pension com- 
mittee of the G. A. R., and served un- 
der two commanders in chief as judge 
advocate general of the order. In 1905 
he was elected commander in chief of 
the organization. He was a member of 
the Union Veteran Legion and past na- 
tional commander of that order. 


Incorporator of Red Cross. 


After becoming registe: of wills here 
in 1904, Corporal Tanner took an active 
part in the reorganization of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, and was a member of 
the board of incorporators of the re- 
organized organization, being named in 
the act of Congress which provided for 
the reorganization. He has served on 
the central committee and the execu- 
tive committee of the Red Cross. 

On two occasions Corporal Tanner de- 
livered orations in praise of his war- 
time commander, Gen. Kearney. When 
the body of the general was brought 
from New York to rest in Arlington 
Cemetery, Corporal Tanner delivered an 
address before President Taft and his 
Cabinet. During the Wilson adminis- 
tration he delivered another address 
when the equestrian statue of his for- 
mer general was unveiled here. 

Three times Corporal Tanner was 
honored by those against whom he had 
fought but for whom in after years he 
felt no hatred. He was invited by the 
Governor of Virginia to serve on the 
first board of trustees of the Soldiers’ 
Home at Richmond. While commander 
in chief of the G. A. R., he delivered 
the address at the memorial meeting 
in Atlanta in honor of Gen. Wheeler. 
Later he delivered an address when the 
Confederate Monument in Arlington 
was unveiled.

Number Produced During the 
Summer Recess Breaks Rec- 
ord for Recent Years. 


DOCKET SMALLER THAN 
THAT OF 1926, HOWEVER 


jurists Are Not Expected to 
Return Finding on Teapot 
Dome at Once. 


(Associated Press.) 


Convening today for a new_term, the 
Supreme Court will find that the 
summer recess has produced cases ex- 
ceeding any record in recent years, but 
that the total number awaiting its 
consideration, including those carried 
over from the last term, is less than a 
year ago. 

The court will get dawn to business 
at once, having a list of 34 cases set 
for oral arguments, but it is expected 
to follow precedents, and deliver no 
opinions during the first week in any 
of the five cases it has in hand from 
the last term awaiting decision. These 
include the famous Teapot Dome case, 
brought to evict Harry F. Sinclair and 
his companies from the naval oil re- 
serve in Wyoming. The others are one 
attacking the validity of cooperative 
marketing laws, raised by the Liberty 
Warehouse Co., in Kentucky, an effort 
by the Skinner & Eddy Co. to force 
Comptroller General McCarl to pass on 
a $9,000,000 claim against the Govern- 
ment, the right of States to tax the 
gross receipts of taxicab companies in 
a case from Pennsylvania, and a 
boundary dispute between Texas and 
New Mexico, involving land near Ei 
Paso. 

The most important dispute between 
States before the court, which probably 
will be decided during the term, in- 
volves Chicago’s diversion of water from 
Lake Michigan. Former Justice Charles 
E. Hughes, by direction of the court, took 
evidence in the Wisconsin suit against 
Illinois and the Chicago Sanitary Dis- 
trict, and the case will be set for ar- 
gument soon after his report, including 
his findings, is filed. There are two 
other cases, one dy Michigan and the 
other by New York, which may be con- 
trolled in a large measure by the Wis- 
consin decision. 


Fewer Cases on Hand. 


All told, the court will be confronted 
with approximately 575 cases, compared 
with 668 at the beginning of the last 
term, some of them of outstanding 
importance. Owing to extraordinary 
efforts made by the court during re- 
cent years to expedite the disposal of 
accumulated business, it closed its last 
term, in June, with 409 the year pre- 
consideration, against 409 the year pre- 
vious. In the summer recess about 292 
cases were filed, compared with only 
259 during ,the previous vacation re- 
cess. 

About 250 of the cases placed on 
the docket since June are petitions ask- 
ing the court to grant reviews, and 
of these about one in five will remain 
there to be disposed of on their merits. 
About 200 will be stricken from the 
list as soon as the court has had an 
opportunity to examine the questions 
presented. 

The 34 cases advanced for argument, 
ali of which will be heard during Oc- 
tober, present 28 questions and «ére 
headed by an attack upon the law regu- 
lating jitneys in Detroit. Near the 
top of the list is the case of Swift & 
Co. and other packers to set aside a 
consent decree under which they agreed 
to confine their activities to the meat 
packing business. 

The list includes a number of tax 
cases, one from Michigan, attacking the 
Federal gift tax on State securities; an- 
other from northern Ohio questioning 
when dividends were taxable under the 
act in effect in 1917; one from Minne- 
sota asking when net earnings could 
be treated as nontaxable surplus under 
the revenue act of 1918; and Oklahoma 
appeal whether taxpayers in the recov- 
ery of money paid the Government are 
restricted to the grounds stated in their 
claims; whether their settlements made 
by the Commission of Internal Revenue 
are reviewable by the Board of Tax Ap- 
peals and the courts, in a case from 
Cincinnati, and whether incomes from 
leases on Indian lands can be taxed by 
the Federal Government, in two cases 
from Oklahoma. 


Prohibition Cases Advanced. 


Several prohibition cases also have 
been advanced for hearing, including 
those of John P. Donnelly, former pro- 


hibition director of Nevada, to deter- 
mine whether prohibition agents are 
required to report alleged law viola- 
tions to United States attorneys; 
whether national prohibition super- 
sedeed the Alaska dry law in the mat- 
ter of searches of private residences 
without a search warrant raised by 
Joseph E. Marron, of San Francisco, 
and whether State police in New York, 
cooperating with Federal prohibition 
agents, can lawfully search automobiles 
without a search warrant. 

One of the more interesting of the 
prohibition cases awaiting argument 
questions whether premises in Detroit 
can be padlocked when violatiors of 
the law have been evicted by the own- 
ers of the property. There are a num- 
ber of cases brought by persons to set 
aside their convictions on various 
grounds, mostly technical. 

Among cases of general interest 
awaiting decision are those of the Na- 
tional Alliance of Furniture Manufac- 
turers to withhold its books from the 
Federal Trade Commission in an in- 
vestigation at Chicago and a case at- 
tacking the validity of the flexible pro- 
vision of the tarif? act under which 
the President is authorized to raise or 
lower duties under certain conditions. 

Included in the cases in which re- 
views have been asked is that involv- 
ing the question whether the valua- 
tion placed by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission on the Kansas City 
Southern and other railroads was 
properly set aside by the lower courts. 
This decision is expected to have far- 
reaching effects in the commission’s 
valuation proceedings. 


Other Cases on Docket. 


Other cases awaiting argument and 
decision involve: 

Seven Porto Rico attacks on the right 
to tax merchants on the sale of goods 
from this country and on the sale of 
imported goods.

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MERGER LAW AFOOT 
FOR NEXT CONGRESS 


Carriers and Trade Interests 
Seek Legislation to Permit 
Voluntary Consolidation. 


PARKER BILL HOPE SEEN 
IN DEATH OF CUMMINS 


Coolidge, in Favor of Unifica- 
tion, Talks With Thom 
and Fess.

Railroad and business interests are 
to make a concerted effort at the com- 
ing session of Congress to obtain legis- 
lation which will permit voluntary con- 
solidation of rail lines: There seems 
to be general agreement that little if 
anthing can be accomplished in this 
direction under existing legislation, and 
with an accompanying attitude favor- 
able to such mergers there is confi- 
dence that something will be done. 

Existing legislatior directs the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to draw 
up a general plan for consolidation 
before they can be effected. This is 
characterized as the greatest stumbling 
block and a responsibility that the 
commission itself wants to be rid of. 
Railroad representatives contend it is 
impracticable for the commission to 
prescribe certain conditions of the 
future which consolidations could be 
be effected. By the time the mergers 
were arranged, it is contended, entirely 
changed conditions probably would 
have developed. 

Under the circumstances the rail- 
roads have shown no disposition to 
proceed with consolidation plans. It 
would be poor business on their part, 
it is said, for them to go to the expense 
of arranging for mergers in accordance 
with the specifications of the commis- 
sion and then find that changed con- 
ditions made such a merger foolhardy, 
or even to make plans and run the 
risk of the commission denying their 
application under existing circum- 
stances. 


Parker Bill Liked by Roads. 


The Parker’ bill, introduced at the 
last session, was acceptable to the rail- 
roads. It would have relieved the com- 
mission of the duty of prescribing the 
conditions in advance under which rail 
lines could be consolidated. In effect, 
it simply would have authorized the 
commission to approve a merger when 
it considered the public interest de- 
manded it. 

The late Senator Cummins, of 
Michigan, coauthor of the Esch-Cum- 
mins act, was insistent, however, that 
the bill carry a provision that if at the 
end of a certain period voluntary con- 
solidations had not been effected com- 
pulsory ones would be in order. And he 
succeeded in blocking the passage: of 
the bill without this provision. 

Now that the senator is dead, pro- 
ponents of the Parker bill, or some- 
thing pretty much akin to it, are hope- 
ful that it can be passed at the com- 
ing session. 

Alfred P. Thom, spokesman for the 
railroads, has discussed the matter 
with President Coolidge and so has 
Senator Fess, of Ohio. The indica- 
tions aré that the Ohio senator plans 
to make consolidation legislation one 
of his major efforts at the next ses- 
sion. 

Coolidge Favois Mergers. 


The President is known to favor con- 
solidation in the belief, pretty gener- 
ally subscribed to, that a great econo- 
my would be effected in the Nation’s 
shipping and traveling bill. He is 
believed, too, to share in the view that 
little can be done under existing legis- 
lation. He has not, however, made 
known any definite conclusion as to 
what kind of legislation should be en- 
acted. It is more than likely, though, 
that the subject will be discussed in 
his message to Congress. 

It is Mr. Thom’s view that the mat- 
ter of railroad consolidation should be 
worked at from the bottom up and 
not from the top down as is the case 
under existing legislation. 

Incidentally, Mr. Thom, though not 
discussing it with the President, made 
known that the railroads are not inter- 
ested in the proposal of E. N. Hurley, 
former chairman of the Shipping Board, 
that the Government-owned merchant 
marine be turned over to the rail lines 
for operation as an extension of their 
lines. The disinterestedness comes 
largely, however, from the lack of any 
hope that such a transaction ever 
could be brought about. 

In this connection the President still 
is firmly opposed to the Government 
getting any further into the shipping 

usiness. He is, therefore, opposed to 
the Jones bill which would commit 
the Government to permanent opera- 
tion of its ocean-going vessels, and 
which, it has been stated, is to be 
pressed at the coming session. 


Church Weddings Seen 
Tending to Paganism 


Chicago, Oct. 2 (A.P.).—A tendency 
toward the vulgar and the pagan in 
modern church weddings is noted by 
@ number of Protestant Episcopal 
clergymen, who express their views in 
the Qctober issue of the Diocese of 
Chicago, to be published tomorrow. 

Recently, the Rev. Dr. Caleb R. 
Stetson, rector of Trinity Church, New 
York, declared there was too much dis- 
play in church weddings and that many 
weddings were vulgar and pagan. 

Local clergymen were asked to ex- 
press their views through the dio- 
cesean publication.

Admitted Woodrow Wilson to 
Bar and Predicted 
His Election.

WAS CIVIL WAR VETERAN 


Atlanta, Oct. 2 (A.P.).—The death 
here early today of Judge George Hill- 


yer, prominent in Georgia public life 
for more than threescore years, recall- 
ed incidents of the admission to the 
Atlanta bar of the youthful Woodrow 
Wilson. 

It was while Judge Hillyer was pre- 
siding justice of the Superior Court of 
Atlanta that Woodrow Wilson took his 
bar examination and was admitted by 
Judge Hillyer to the practice of law. 

In later years, while the future Presi- 
dent was governor of New Jersey, Judge 
Hillyer predicted his election as Chief 
Executive of the Nation. It was when 
Wilson spoke in Atlanta that the 
prophecy was made. 

Judge Hillyer was born at Athens, 
Ga., in 1835; the descendant of a dis- 
tinguished line of Southern jurists, 
both on his paternal and maternal 
sides. His great uncle, George Walton, 
for whom he was named, was one of 
the signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. His mother’s father, 
Robert Watkins, compiled the first di- 
gest of Georgia laws. 

He was graduated from Mercer Uni- 
versity when 19 years old, in 1854 A 
year later he was admitted to the bar 
and when only 22 was elected to the 
State legislature. 

He was a delegate to the Democratic 
national convention held in Charles- 
ton, S. C., and again served his party 
in national conventions in 1884 and 
1892. At the outbreak of the war be- 
tween the States, he organized the 
“Hillyear Rifles” in Walton County, of 
which organization he was a captain, 
but later was promoted to a colonel 
with the Ninth Georgia Infantry. He 
was at the Battle of Gettysburg, tak- 
ing command of his regiment when all 
officers senior to him were killed or 
wounded in action. During Lee’s cam- 
paigns he was selected to act as judge 
advocate of the court*smartial. 

Two years later, Judge Hillyer was 
elected to the State senate, where he 
served until 1874. In 1876 he was a 
member of the centennial commission 
from Georgia to the world’s exposition 
at Philadelphia. From 1877 to 1883 
he was a judge of the Superior Court 
of the Atlanta district and later was 
elected mayor of Atlanta and served 
two terms. 

In addition to his widow, Judge Hill- 
yer is survived by three daughters, Mrs. 
J. S. Cromer, of Atlanta; Mrs. Bernard 
Wolff, of Washington, and Mrs. Alfred 
Colquitt Newell and a son, George Hill- 
yer, jr.. of Washington. 


O. M. Mitchel Dies 
After Short Illness 


Rye, N. Y., Oct. 2 (A.P.).—O. M. 
Mitchel, former grain purchasing 
agent for the allied governments dur- 
ing the World War, died here today 
after a brief iliness, on the eve of his 
sixty-third birthday. 

He was the grandson of Maj. Gen. O.

Festivities to End With 
Plea for Unity. 


Berlin,” Oct. 2 (A.P.).—Von Hinden- 
burg was first in the hearts of his 
countrynien today as never before. Not 
Bince William I led the German armies 
through the Brandenburger gate, in 
1871, on their return from the Franco- 
Prussian War, has Beflin witnessed an 
ovation like that showered on Paul Von 
Hindenburg today on the occasion of 
his eightieth birthday aniversary. 

It was primarily a tribute to Von 
Hindenburg, the man that found an 
outlet in the veritable drumfire cheer- 
ing which echoed and reechoed along 
the route he traversed, but its political 
significance is set down as a tangible 
asset to the German Republic, for the 
president’s natal day was the signal for 
@ political truce in which his services 
to the new Germany found free ac- 
knowledgmhent from friend and foe 
alike. The colors of the republic p7re- 
dominated in the display of bunting 
throughout the city. 


A warm autumn sun beamed be- 
nignly on the octogenarian president as 
he leisurely motored through a 12-mile 
lane, flanked with guards of honor, 
back of whom men, women and chil- 
dren were massed until the house 
fronts formed unyielding barriers. 


Million Line the Drive. 


Veteran police officials were inclined 
to estimate the turnout which ap- 
plauded the President on the drive to 
the stadium at not less than 1,000,000. 
Another 100,000 greeted him in the 
huge amphitheater, among whom were 
40,000 singing school children. 

Lifting his top hat and bowing to 
right and left, Von Hindenburg 
acknowledged the unending adulations, 
his face retaining its familiar. im- 
mobile expression, his form solidly erect. 

The president began his crowded 
birthday celebration by attending a 


‘harvest thanksgiving in his favorite 


church, a modest chapel An the heart 
of the city, where the preacher took 
his text from II Corinthians ix:66: 
“But this I say, he which soweth spar- 
ingly shall reap also sparingly; and he 
which soweth bountifully shall reap 
also bountifully.” 

At the church service the president 
was attended only by members of his 
family. At noon he received a dozen 
Official deputations led by Chancellor

flanked the route. Two motorcycle po- 
lice accompanied the presidential car, 
while two airplanes flew overhead to 
the stadium at the same pace traveled 
by the president. Despite the enor- 
mous turnout there was no rowdyism. 

The stadium, standing in the midst 
of the Gruenewald pine woods, was 
crowded to its capacity and presented 
a veritable festival of youth. Forty 
thousand school children from the 
capital and provinces were drawn up in 
a picturesque group. The central 
square was formed by a choir number- 
ng 7,000, this being flanked by four 
circular groups on each side of girls in 
summer dresses of harmonizing colors. 
carrying wreaths, with fluttering rib- 
rons on staves. 

Surrounding these groups ran a dou- 

ble line of girls in white muslin, carry- 
ing multicolored posies, while the back- 
ground was formed by Boy Scouts with 
pennoned staves. 
Shortly after 4 o’clock, heralded by 
rolling cheers, the presidential car with 
Von Hindenburg and Marx drove into 
the arena. It was received with mighty 
“hochs” from a hundred thousand 
throats; all the posies and wreaths 
went up in the air, transforming the 
amphitheater into a fluttering mass of 
color. : 

The car drove slowly around the 
arena. President von Hindenburg, in

On his way he passed greetings with 
another octogenarian general, Von 
Kluck, and also with Von Mackenzen, 
who is 78, and other veteran comman- 
ders jn nearby boxes. 

Conducted from three stands, the 
choir then rendered a vocal program, 
beginning with a hymn of praise. This 
was followed by four old German songs 
and ended with “Deutschland Uber 
Alles.” 

The president arose and_ surveyed 
Germany’s rising generation with emo- 
tion. He spoke a few words of thanks 
and added: “You have sung of love of 
country. Let this be not only from 
the lips, but:from the hearts. Hold 
fast to the fatherland; devote your 
best=powers to its service. To this let 
us pledge ourselves by giving three 
cheers for Germany, our beloved fath- 
erland.” 

Round upon round of cheers came in 
response, and they were redoubled 
when Von Hindenburg, in his car, made 
another tour of the arena. Discipline, 
which up to then had prevailed, broke, 
and the automobile was almost over- 
whelmed by surging waves of boys and 
girls cheering madly, while “Deutsch- 
land Uber Alles” was spontaneously re- 
peated again and again in a remark- 
able outburst of patriot,sm, not equal- 
ed even in the kaiser’s time. 

The president’s journey homeward 
was the same triumphal progress. He 
passed the evening quietly in his family 
circle.

Espionage by U. S. Agents 
During European Trip Is 
Charged by Friends. 


ATTACK ON TAMMANY 
BY “FRAME-UP” SEEN 


Indirect Discrediting of Gov. 
Smith Also Suspected 
in Surveillance. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Oct. 2.—Persistent reports 
that Mayor James J. Walker, during his 
recent holiday tour of Europe, was sub- 
jected to the constant espionage of 
men believed to have been United 


States Government agents led friends 
of the mayor today to plan to request 
an Official investigation of the Wash- 
ington authorities into the matter. 

If the reports should be verified, it 
was said, an attempt would be made to 
learn who directed that the mayor be 
kept under surveillance. 

Stories that Walker had been “shad- 
owed”’ from the time he left New York 
City have been current among his 
friends ever since his return. The 
mayor was said to have been informed 
of this alleged espionage by half a 
dozen persons, his first informant hav- 
ing been an Englishman of title and 
high position, and the last a man hold- 
ing an official position in Paris. 

This information was so direct that 
friends of the mayor are said to have 
spoken to the Paris police about the 
matter and to have been informed that 
the mayor was being “shadowed” by 
private detectives said to be in the em- 
ploy of American officials. The Paris 
police were said to have sent word to 
Mayor Walker that French detectives 
had been assigned to watch those who 
were spying on the mayor. 


Refuse to. Discuss Report. 


Neither Mayor Walker nor any of 
those who accompanied him to Europe 
would discuss the report tonight, but 
it was learned that some of the mayor’s 
companions credited it and believed 
that the espionage had been undertaken 
in the hope that the agents might learn 
something discreditable that could be 
used against the mayor. Exactly how 
they hoped to accomplish this was not 
disclosed, but some of the mayor’s 
friends said they suspected possible at- 
tempts. at a “frame-up.’ 

It was the belief of some of the 
mayor’s associates that any attempt to 
discredit Mayor Walker would be for 
the purpose of casting discredit on 
Tammany, the political organization of 
which both he and Gov. Al Smith are 
members, and thus discrediting indi- 
rectly Gov. Smith as a candidate for 
President. ° 


BIRGER, UNDER DEATH 
SENTENCE, INDICTED 


Gang Leader and Others Are 
Accused of the Murder 
of Lyle Worsham. 


Marion, Ill., Oct. 2 (A.P.).—Charles 
Birger, condemned southern Illinois 
gang leader, was named in another 
murder indictment by the Williamson 
County grand jury which ‘adjourned 
here last night. Birger and four other 
gangsters were indicted in the murder 
of Lyle Worsham, another gang murder 
which is yet unsolved. 

Joe Booher, “Shorty” Watson, Harvey 
Dungey, who attempted to succeed 
Birger aS a gang leader, and Fred 
Thomasson were named in the true 
bill. 

Worsham’s body was found in an 
abandoned barn which had been burn- 
ed by incendiaries: September 27, 1926. 
Identification was not made until Rado 
Millich, another Birger gangster, sen- 
tenced to hang, offered to tell Wor- 
sham’s mother of the murder of her 
son. 

Birger, who is sentenced to hang 
October 15 for the murder of Mayor 
Joe Adams, of West City, is in the 
Franklin County jail at Benton, IIl. 
His attorneys are preparing an appeal 
to the Illinois Supreme Court. 


Ill Luck Pursues

French Demand Looked On 
With Pessimism by Mos- 
cow Officials. 


NEW DEBT PARLEYS 
REGARDED AS LIKELY 


Action of Paris Is Viewed as 
Victory for the British 
“Die-Hard” Group. 


Paris, Oct. 2 (A.P.)—The recall of 
M. Rakovsky, Soviet ambassador to 
France, by the Moscow government, is 
regarded here in semiofficial circles as 
likely to take place during the week, 
This follows upon the presentation to 
M. Tchitcherin, Soviet foreign -minister, 
yesterday, of a note drafted by the 
Council of Ministers at Rambouillet 
Friday. It is insisted in Paris, how- 
ever, that no rupture with Moscow is 
desired, the Rakovsky affair being a 
personal one, since he now is persona 
non grata. 

Nevertheless it is feared that. the 
negotiations for the settlement of 
Russia’s prewar debt to France, begun 
by M. Rakovsky, will be abandoned 
and that new negotiations must be in- 
itiated by direct dealings between the 
two governments. 

(M. Rakovsky is charged by the 
French government with having inter- 
fered in the internal affairs of France 
by inciting workers to rebel against the 
Bourgeois governments and calling 
upon soldiers to disobey their chiefs.) 


Pessimism in Moscow. 


Moscow, Russia, Oct. 2 (A.P.).—Tnhe 
French cabinet’s decision to demand 
the recall of M. Rakovsky, Soviet Am- 
bassador at Paris, though coupled with 
a declaration of the French govern- 
ment’s desire to continue negotiations 
for the settlement-of Russia’s debt to 
France, has given rise to decided pes- 
simism in official circles, not only con- 
cerning the fate of the debt negotia- 
tions, but with regard to the diplo- 
matic relations of the two countries. 

The Soviet authorities and press 
apprise the decision. as a victory for 
the British “die-hards,” held*+by Sir 
Henry Deterding, who is generally be- 
lieved here to have chosen Paris as a 
strategic point for fighting Soviet oil. 

(Deterdin is director general of the 
Royal Dutch Petroleum Co. and direc- 
tor of the Shell Transport & Trading 
Co., Ltd.) 

The newspaper Pravda says: ‘“De- 
terding can not and does not desjre to 
abandon his monoply of the French oil 
market and his representatives con- 
tinue lobbying in the Paris editorial 
offices, buying the mercenary pens of 
French journalists. The Black Hun- 
dred—the French military group head- 
ed by Millerand, Coty and Foch—con- 
tinue their pogrom policy. The Brit- 
ish die-hard government let loose all 
means of political and economic pres- 
sure to push the French government to 


steps embroiling Franco-Soviet rela- 
tions.”

Joseph Scully, 19, a longshoreman, 
died at St. Vincent’s Hospital of wounds 
in the spine, left chest and head. John 
Hickey, 19, an tnvestigator for a ship’s 
broker, was struck in the left arm by a 
bullet. 

Police said they believed the shoot- 
ing an outburst of gang warfare. 


2 KILLED, 1 INJURED 
IN BOILER EXPLOSION 


Engine Tank Blast in Mary- 
land Derails Cars, Kill- 
ing Cattle. 


Cumberland, Md., Oct. 2—Two were 
killed and one was injured early today 
in the explosion of a helper boiler on 
the Cranberry grade of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad, one mile west of 
Rodamers and between Rowlesburg and 
Terra Alta, 70 miles west of Cumber- 
land. 

The dead are G. W. Hershman, 55 
years old, engineer, Rowlesburg, W. Va., 
and C. J. Burke, fireman, Rowlesburg. 

G. C. Cornell, brakeman, Cumber- 
land, at Hoffman Hospital, Keyser, was 
injured. The accident .was at almost 
the same point where engine 7124 blew 
up in 1918, killing three. 

The helper, a Mallet, this morning 
at 4 o’clock was pushing St. Louis fast 
freight No. 94 eastbound. The explo- 
sion sent the boiler out over the train 
in front, crashing on a carload of live 
stock, killing many of the animals and 
derailing the car and the caboose at- 
tached. Hershman and Burke were 
blown out of the engine and instantly 
killed. They were frightfully scalded. 
It is thought that Cornell will survive 
his injuries. - 

The cause of the explosion has not 
yet been ascertained, but is thought 
it was due to low water. The boilers 
are subject to regular Government in- 
spection as to fitness for service.

VOTES FROM SOUTHERN 
STATES SEEN FOR HIM 


Flood Control, Farm Relief, 
Waterways and Farm Aid 
on His Program.

Chicago, Oct. 2.—wWinter political 
speculators, trying to figure out the 
chances in the Republican National 
Convention next summer, already are 
buzzing merrily about the part that 
William Hale Thompson will play in 
that gathering. 

The Chicago mayor’s promise from 
Gov. Len Small for Illinois support of 
his program, his tour of the West, his 
trip down the Mississippi and his of- 
ganization. of the flood conference 
caused discussion of his potentialities. 
Now his declaration that he may throw 
his hat into the Illinois presidential 


primary in order to fight Frank O. Low- 
den has made the discussion of Thomp- 
son the liveliest of the precampaign 
gossip. 

Opinions differ on how far the 
Thompson movement—toward the White 
House or otherwise—will get, but many 
a@ man of wide political experience is 
beginning to concede that he may be a 
figure when the temporary chairman 
calls the convention to order. 


May Control Delegation. 


Thompson is sure to have Illinois 
votes, and it is also considered almost 
certain that he will control the delega- 
tion from his home State, having him- 
self elected as its chairman. In addi- 
tion he may have a scattering vote from 
the Mississippi Valley and particularly 
from below the Mason and Dixon line— 
a new kind of “solid South” it has been 
called—that will make him a power to 
be reckoned with by any candidate’s 
manager. 

Thompson’s avowed purpose, and he 
swears it is the only end he has in 
view, is forcing the incorporation of 
his own pet platform, “America first, 
flood control, waterway development 
and farm relief,” into the declaration 
of national principles. He says that 
will satisfy him. 

Be that as it may, and there are 
many of his pals who say Thompson 
foresees himself facing the question 
whether he should run away from the 
nomination, and refusing to do so, his 
control of any considerable bloc in the 
convention might give him the balance 
of power in naming the party’s choice. 


Possibility of Demonstration. 


As an example of this it is contended 
that in a split-up convention, possibly 
the antithesis of the Cleveland ratifi- 
cation meeting, the Chicago. executive 
might hold aloof until some aspirant re- 
peats after him the “America first” 
slogan, that utterance to be followed 
immediately by a typical Thompson 
demonstration that would put the 
candidate over. 

It has been said that regardless of 
Thompsonian activity, the four planks 
for which he battles night and day 
probably would find their way into the 
platforms of both parties in tome form 
or another; t 
himself against “America firs\;” at this 
stage in the proceedings, ind that 
everybody is for farm relief, waterways 
and flood control to some ’wree or 
another. But: the report is that 
Thompson wants either to select the 
phraseology employed in the Republi- 
can platform or have the right to O. K. 
it from the first to the last syllable. 

Not Backing Any Candidate. 

His attitude up to the present time 
has been interpreted as hostile to an 
advance declaration for any candidate. 
He has failed to show the slightest 
degree of warmth toward any man 
whose name has been mentioned in his 
presence, it is said. How much of this 
is due to thought for Thompson, the 
possible candidate, and how much to 
his determination to make his plat- 
form the only issue in his fight has 
not been conjectured aloud even by 
his closest pals. 

All his intimates know is that the 
mayor is concentrating all his force on 
the national situation and its problems 
according to his own lights.

Warships Driven Back From 
Port; Heavy Firing On 
Near Suang Wafu. 


SERIOUS BATTLE LIKELY 


Shagghai, Oct. 2 (A.P.).—The north- 
erners are again at the doors of Shang- 
hai. 


A northern fleet sent by Gen. Chang 
Tso-Lin, head of the Peking govern- 
ment, comprising an unknown number 
of gunboats, entered the Yangtze River 
tonight and fired on the Woosung forts. 
less than 10 miles from Shanghai. 
Four of the shells fell in the village 
and caused considerable damage. 

The forts replied and their heavy 
shelling forced th. attacking fleet to 
retire seaward. 

This was the second attempt of the 
northerns to enter’ Shanghai Harbor 
in the past week. 

Peking, China, Oct. 2 (A.P.).—Indi- 
cations of serious hostilities between 
Shansi and Fengtien forces, apparently 
due to the ultimatum delivered last 
Friday by the northern alliance to Yen 
Hsishan, military governor of Shansi 
province, were seen in a dispatch from 
Suangwafu, Chihli, reporting that heavy 
artillery and rifle fire was heard north 
of that city during the whole night. 

Gen. Chang Tsung-Chang and Yang 
Yu-Ting, together with other northern 
leaders, are hastening to Peking to at- 
tend a conference tomorrow, when they 
gre expected to decide on a declara- 
tion of war against Shansi. It is under- 
stood that Marshal Chang ‘Tso-Lin 
would issue a subjugation order against 
Gen. Yen Hsi-Shan, governor of Shansi, 
this evening. 


Recent. dispatches from Peking and 
Mukden reported that the attack of the 
Shansi troops against the northern 
forces had spread to the Peking-Hankow 
railway. Manchurian reinforcements of 
ammunition and artillery were sent to 
Kalgan and Manchurian forces north- 
east of that city were mobilized. It 
was also stated that Marshal Chang 
Tso-Lin would first exhaust all means 
to pacify the Shansi governor before 
dispatching a punitive expeditiog. The 
attack of the Shansi troops has ham- 
pered all operations of the northerners 
to the south against the Nationalist 
forces.

Churches of Dunkers 
Decline in Number 


A reduction of 14 per cent in the 
number of churches of the Brethren, 
or “Progressive Dunkers” faith, is noted

Membership, 
however, increased by 2,000 during that 


period. 

According to the census, there were 
174 churches of the Brethren Church 
in the United States when the last 
check was made, and 26,026 members, 
as compared with 201 churches in 1916 
and 24,060 members. The value of 
church property reported by 166 
churches last year was $2,274,064, as 
compared to $896,725 reported by 185 
churches in 1916.

Key West-Havana Link Starts 
Operation October 19 With 
One Flight Daily. 


WILL CARRY PASSENGERS 


(Associated Press.) 

Opening of the United States’ first 
regular international air-mail service 
has been set for October 19, when the 
Key West-to-Havana service will be in- 
augurated. This link with Cuba is the 
first step toward a service for speeding 
up mail communications with Central 
and South Ameriea, 

The Pan-American Airways, Inc., of 
New York, will operate the Key West- 
Havana service, having been awarded a 
contract by Postmaster General New at 
40% cents a pound for all mail car- 
ried. The company is understood to 
have arranged with the Cuban gov- 
ernment for the carrying of mail be- 
tween Havana and Key West. 

John K. Montgomery, vice president 
of the corporation, has been in confer- 
ence with Air Mail Service officials and 
explained that the company was pre- 
paring a landing field and hangars at 
Key West and hoped to begin the service 
on schedule, One flight daily is called 
for by the contract, which permits the 
company to transport passengers and 
express as well as mail. Extension of 
the service from Havana to British Hon- 
duras, Guatemala, Salvador, Honduras, 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Panama and Ca- | 
nal Zone on a triweekly basis is con- 
templated by the company. Such a 
service would expedite the transmis- 
sion of mail and passengers by steam- 
ship connection at Panama, placing 
them in New York in about four days. 
Eight large flying boats are expected 
to form the fleet. They will be multi- 
motored and capable of carrying a 
3,500-pound pay load. 

The service from Key West to Ha- 
vana will include a fleet of three Fok- 
ker airplanes. Mail- dispatched by the 
planes to Havana will not require the 
usual air mail postage. The service will 
be operated under the foreign mail 
contract system, and not under the 
contract air mail law. The Cuban gov- 
ernment probably will make a charge 
of 5 cents additional for mail carried 
by the planes.

ar at Aberdeen Proving Grounds, Md.,

The occasion will be the ninth an- 


‘}mual meeting of the Army Ordnance 
Assoc! 


ation, an organization of Ameri- 
can citizens pledged to “industrial pre- 
paredness for war as the Nation's 
strongest guarantee of peace.” 

The purpose of the demonstration, it 
was announced at the War Department, 
is to show the assembled industrial 
chiefs and engineers the recent de- 
velopments or ordnance in order that 
they will have an understanding of the 
weapons they will be called upon to 
manufacture in case of another war. 

The demonstration will begin at 10 
o’clock Thursday morning with the 
firing of the big seacoast and railway 
guns, the largest weapons in the world. 
Real ammunition will be used in the 
guns. Firing the great seacoast cannon 
and the antiaircraft guns at their maxi- 
mum ranges is made possible by the 
great area of the ground, which is 
35,000 acres in expanse, together with 
the water range, which includes the 
headwaters of the Chesa e Bay. 
The 16-inch cannon fires a 2,000-pound 
projectile a distance of 32 miles, 

The antiaircraft fire will be conduct- 
ed both during the day and night at 
targets towed by airplanes. In the 
afternoon tests will be made of Army 
automotive vehicles, which will include 
tanks, tractors, gun mounts, cross- 
country cars and cargo trucks. 

The Air Corps, the Signal Corps, the 
Chemical Warfare Service and the 
Quartermaster Corps will demonstrate 
their latest equipment. There will be 
a demonstration of the tactical em- 
ployment of tanks. Field Artillery 
troops will lay down a barrage. 

Dinner and supper will be Army food 
in Army style, and will be served by the 
personnel of the Army School for Bak- 
ers and Cooks of the Quartermaster 
Corps at Camp Meade, Md. _ Special 
overnight trains will be run to the 
grounds from New York.

That pre- 
diction brought down upon the department.the 
wrath of every cotto ‘;lanter, as well as of 
the entire cotton belt delegation in Congress. 
To say that Secretary Jardine was peeved when 
his attention was directed to the matter but 
faintly indicates his indignation and wrath. 

There will be no more price predictions pub- 
lished from the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, and it is reported that Mr. Jardine 
is making a “‘survey” of that particular bureau, 
together with several others of his over- 
bureaued department. 

The survey comes none too soon if the 
movement in Congress to curtail the appro- 
priations for the Department of Agriculture 
is to be headed off. The Bureau of Public 
Roads does excellent work when it confines its 
activities to the improvement of the highways 
of the country. It ‘‘gets off the road,’’ how- 
ever, when it undertakes, as was the case a 
few months ago, to advise the world at large, 
and the occupants of farms in particular, in 
the matter of the installation of oil-burning 
heating plants. Still another branch of the 


' department appears to have gone far afield 
- when it establishes a school for dressmaking, 
' even though some farm wives badly need in- 


struction in that art. The Department of the 
Interior has a Bureau of Education that is 
constantly on the lookout for opportunities to 
extend its usefulness, and a hint from ‘“Agri- 
culture” is all that should be necessary to start 
the Interior Department in that - particular 
educational direction. 

Hither the activities otf some of the vureaus 
of Mr. Jardine’s department should be sup- 
pressed or the name should be changed to the 
Department of’Paternalism.

For five years he has devoted all his 
spare time and most of his spare funds in 
writing and mailing letters to the municipal 
authorities of the world. He has endeavored 
to reach every one:of them, not omitting 
Teheran, Capetown, Budapest, and Moscow 
and has invited the authorities of those cities, 
and all the rest of the worth-while municipali- 
ties of the earth, to come on to Boston to join 
in the tercentenary celebration and, incident- 
ally, to build the league of which he has 
dreamed, 

Ryan never had a thought of burying him- 
self or his light in obscurity. He made known 
his plans through repeated letters to all the 
Boston papers, and he talked of his league on 
every possible occasion. But it was not until 
acceptances of his invitation began to pour in 
lightest attention to 
the Dorchester lamplighter. When the Mayor 
of Moscow sent his acceptance to the Mayor 
of Boston the bomb exploded, and now William 
A. Ryan and his scheme are the most discussed 
topics in the Massachusetts capital.

CLEARING THE DOCKETS. 


Many persons will marvel at the moderation 
of the conference of senior court judges in

the judicial branch of the Government has 
made some progress in clearing up accumu- 
lated business, but the fact remains that there 
are *more than 51,000 cases yet to be de- 


termined. The task of keeping up with the 
current cases evidently is no easy one, 


There is nothing in the present operation cf 
the laws to indicate that the flow of litigation 
is about to cease. Prohibitionists call for more 
vigorous enforcement of the dry statutes, 
which can not but mean an increased burden 
upon the Federal bench. More and more the 
courts have become the doctors of the business 
world. Scores of industries each 
under the control of Federal judges through 
the medium of receivership actions. The prac- 
tice of ‘‘consent decrees’’ in antitrust cases has 
thrown another administrative burden upon 
men already overworked. These circumstances 
are all either entirely new.or have grown 

‘within the last few years. 

Delays in the enforcement of the law are by 
no means entirely due to the crowded condition 
of the courts, but congested dockets play their 
part. The citizens of the United States, who

MORE POWER TO ‘M’CALL. 


The Attorney General of Alabama is deter- 
mined to wipe from the.reputation of the 
State the blot cast upon it by the wholesale 
floggings that have been indulged in by self- 
constituted enforcers of the law. Mr. McCall, 
who is the chief law officer of the Common- 
wealth, declares that the existing conditions 
constitute a real reign of terror. The twenty 
cases in Crenshaw County alone involve more 
than 150 persons, he says, and in 90 per ‘cent 
of them the law violators resorted to the mask 
and the hood to conceal their identity. 

That the practice is to be broken up at all 
cost is evident from the announcement of the 
attorney general that the cases of all those 
who have thus far been identified will be pre 
sented to the grand jury as soon as that body 
can be brought together. 

The floggings themselves are not the only 
crimes committed by the cowards who, in mob 
formation, attack the victims of their hate and 
give them no chance to protect themselves. 
Perjury is the natural aftermath. Mr. McCall 
asserts that immediately after these crimes 
are committed those who are responsible get 
together and’ frame up falsehoods and false 
alibis. 

But he warns them: “I want to assure the 
public and those guilty that they will not get 
by with ‘it. I am going to get them with good 
grand juries and good trial juries and am con- 
fident that I can get convictions in 90 per cent 
of the cases.”’

Army Officials are making unusual 
efforts this year to have sufficient funds 
included in next year’s budget to make 
at least a start on the building up of 
an adequate ammunition reserve.

New York, Oct. 2 (A.P.).—Frederico 
d’Amato, professor of architecture at 
Princeton University, died last night at 
a New York hospital to which he had 
been removed after an operation for 
appendicitis performed in midocean on 
the Aquitania. 

He was 43 years old. 

During the World War he served with 
the Italian engineers, and at its close 
he resumed the practice of his pro- 
fession in France, devoting especial at- 
tention to reconstruction work in the 
devastated regions near Lens and Arras.

The Mexican-American General and 
Special Claims commissions, disrupted 
and inactive since 1925, will be one 
of the major problems which Dwight 
W. Morrow, newly appointed American 
Ambassador to Mexico, will face in as- 
suming office, according to observers. 
Although the problems have not been 
given the publicity accorded the oil 
land controversy and laws, the sheaves 
of claims which have been placed be- 
fore the commissioners and which have 
brought no action, have aroused anx- 
lety of the claimants, who fear that the 
claims will not be paid. 

The two commissions originated. in 
1923, following the recognition of Mex- 
ico by the United States, and they rep- 
resented the fundamental basis upon 
which the recognition was granted.

Los Angeles, Oct. 2 (A.P.).—Instead 
of centering effort upon strike and 
strife, organized labor in the United 


new emphasis upon constructive 
achievement in cooperation with indus- 
try and society, President Green and 
his executive council declare in their 
annual report to be made before the 
annual convention of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

Establishment in past years of more 
militant aggressiveness gave scope for 
the new policy, it was added, and under 
it the organized labor movement was 
declared to have progressed in mem- 
bership, effectiveness and financing. 

“Foremost among the achievements 
of the American Federation of Labor 
during the past year is a change in 
public opinion toward the trade union,” 
the report says. “Many employers and 
much of the public are beginning to 
see that the union is not simply a 
militant organization, with no interest 
in work itself, but an agency through 
which the workers can make _ their 
fullest contribution to industry and 
society. Viewed in this way, the union 
not only cares for the interests of the 
workers, but is an agency through 
which the workers cooperate in produc- 
tion and contribute the experience cf 
those who handle tools and machinery.” 


Cooperative Accomplishments. 


Listing cooperative accomplishments, 
the report cited cooperative agencies for 
determining points of wage contracts; 
cooperation in fixing output standards; 
supply of new workers; assistance in 
educating apprentices to the craft, and 
scrvice on committees to improve service 
rendered consumers and customers. 
Every promise of further progress along 
the line was declared to exist. 

With all of the change, the report 
continued, the labor movement had not 
forgotten older objectives, and had set 
up for itself a new goal, the five-day 
week. The traditional demand for 
higher wages and shorter hours in all 
employment had been maintained with 
SUCCESS. 

In support of the unremitted cam- 
paign for maintaining the wage levels, 
it was added, the Federation had em- 
barked upon studies of the/relation- 


} 


ship of wage to productivity and prices. 
Good results from the enterprise had | 
already been indicated. 
Have Defeated Communists. 
A renewed declaration of hostility to 
communism, and to communistic ef- 
forts to gain control of labor organi- 
zations, was also carried by the report. 
“We have been successful during the 
past year in defeating plans of com- 
munists to get control of trade unions,” 
the council assured the delegates. “We 
believe there can be no compromise 
with communists because their purpose 
is the destruction of trade unions and 
the inculcation of class war. Wher- 
ever communists have concentrated 
their work and there was need to let 
trade unionists have information of the 


made the necessary information avail- 
able. The outstanding efforts of com- 
munists to get foothold in the Ameri- 
can iabor movement during the year 
were among the textile workers of 
Passaic, the women’s garment indus- 
try, and the fur workers’ industry. In 
the third instance, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor brought about the 
purging of the union from communist 
control.” 

In the other two instances, it was 
declared that unions concerned had 
acted properly in their own behalf. 

Turning to organization questions, 
the report said that “a very incomplete 
summary” of trade union assets made 
in 1926 had discloed a total of $35,- 
897,000. A sharp warning to union of- 
ficials to safeguard these assets was is- 


paigns. 
Will Draw List of Principles. 


“In November, 1928, a President of 
the United States and members of 
Congress will be elected,” the report 
asserted. “As in the past, the execu- 
tive council will prepare a list of prin- 
ciples which will be submitted to both 


political conveations, and an earnest 
appeal made that they be approved. It 
is believed that the people of the Na- 
tion are slarmed at the growing in- 
fluence of reactionaries. Early in 1928 
every local union and central body 
should arrange their respective legisla- 
tive committee for a nonpartisan po- 
litical campaign which prepares for in- 
tensive agitation for the election cf 
outstanding candidates who have shown 
they will be true to the people. Labor 
must continue to be active in every 
State to oppose the repeal of direct 
primary laws.” 

Again the executive council de- 
nounced the use of court injunctions 
in labor disputes, and reiterated its sup- 
port of the child labor amendment to 
the Federal Constitution, and its op- 
position to the Volstead law. Support 
for further restriction of immigration 
was likewise indicated. Regret was ex- 
pressed that arrangements for inter- 
national affiliation with European la- 
bor bodies had been impossible of at- 
tainment, but gratification was indi- 
cated at progress during: the year in 
Pan-American labor associations. The 
degelates were informed completely by 
the report as to the transactions in the 
Pan-American labor meetings.

An attack on Secretary Mellon and

|.ne Federal Government and a charge 
‘that the Republicans are appealing to 
sect onal issues to disrupt the Demo- 
cratic Yarty were voiced by Representa- 
tive W.Nam A. Oldfield, of Arkansas, 
chairman sf the Democratic congres- 
sional comm.“‘tee, last night. 

“In almost evsry national campaign 
some of our Repu™ican friends resort 
to appeals to sectional prejudice and 
raise the cry that the ‘South will be 
in the saddle’ in the event of Demo- 
cratic control of Congress,” said Rep- 
resentative Oldfield. 

“They base such appeals on the fact 
that Southern Democrats, because of 
long congressional service, would at- 
tain certain important committee chair- 
mainships in House and Senate because 
of the seniority rule. Representative 
Wood, of Indiana, chairman of the Re- 
publican congressional committee, has 
been a conspicuous offender in this 
respect. In raising this sectional cry, 
they ignore the fact that every Northern 
Democrat who comes to Congress is 
given the most important committee 
assignment possible to bestow upon 
new members, and often Southern 
Democrats surrender their claims under 
the seniority rule in order to give other 
sections of the country representation. 

“But even if the cry of the ‘South 
in the saddle’ were justified, I am won- 
dering if the country wouldn’t prefer 
that to having the Mellon-Vare Penn- 
sylvania machine wearing the boots and 
spurs, as is now the case and will be 
true in the new Congress. I doubt if 
the country realizes just what enor- 
mous power this notorious political 
combination, the machine which so 
diligently ‘preserves the liberties’ of 
Philadelphia,’ wields, not only .in the 
executive branch of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, as well as in Pennsylvania, 
but in the National Congress.”

SLIGHT IMPROVEMENT 
SEEN IN STEEL TRADE 


Auto Reports Are Favorable; | 
Prices of Commodities | 
Turn Upward. 


New York, Oct 2 (By the Associated 
Press).—Evidences of the expected au- 
tumn expansion in business were more 


humerous in the last week of September, 
most of the so-called barometers of 
trade indicating a slight acceleration in 
the forward movement. Nevertheless, 
there were a number of unfavorable de- 
velopments, such as the continued lag- 
ging behind of freight loadings and 
cold waves in agricultural regions, 
further retarding certain of the grain 
crops. 

The improvement in the steel trade 
was slight, but apparently’ certain. 
President Farrell, of the United States 
Steel Corporation, spoke optimistically 
at the recent meeting of directors, and 
the trade reviews were more cheerful 
than in the preceding week. 

A small gain in new orders aroused 
no little encouragement and led to 
more general expectations that the re- 
vival of the industry is close at hand. 
Mill operations continued low, around 
60 per cent, and prices showed irreg- 
ularity, but more firmness was dis- 
played, indicating a stiffening resist- 
ance to price concessions. 


Auto Trade Picks Up. 


A picking up in the automobile in- 
dustry was indicated by a slight in- 
crease in Detroit employment and fa- 
vorable reports from some of the im- 
portant manufacturers. The statement 
by President Alfred P. Sloan, jr., presi- 
dent of General Motors, that no price 
war was in prospect between his com-- 
pany and Ford cleared up one im- 
portant point which has caused ner- 
yousness in some automotive quarters. 

The lumber trade was marking time, 
apparently, with orders for both soft 
wood and hard wood lagging behind 
those of a year ago. Cotton goods and 
Rayons were the subjects of cheerful 
reports and raw wool was on a slight 
up-grade. Wholesale distribution of 
dry goods was satisfactory, giving 
further indications of a good fall 
trade, at least in this branch of mer- 
chandising. 


Irregularity in Stock Market. 


Irregularity in the stock market 
probably had little bearing on the 
Business situation, the erratic move- 
ment of prices being based largely upon 
conditions within the market itself, in- 
cluding the trend of brokers’ loans and 
the top-heavy position of certain out- 
standing speculative stocks. 

The money market was virtually un- 
changed. A slight stiffening in call 
money early in the week was followed 
by softening later. The usual tighten- 


etary requirements was practically ab- 
sent. 

Bank clearings continued to hold up 
above the figures for the corresponding 
period of 1926, although there was a 
Sharp decline from the preceding six 
days. 

The trend of commodity prices was 
toward higher ground, better prices 
being recorded for such important items 
as wheat, cotton, rubber, hogs and cat- 
tle. Nonferrous metals and corn were

MINING STOCKS STRONG 


New York, Oct. 2 (By the Associated 
Press).—Prices of curb stocks closed the 
week generally higher, after a period of 
hectic movements in which sharp re- 
actions and brisk rallies followed each 
other rapidly. The erratic fluctuations 
of shares on the stock exchange were 
largely responsible for the nervousness 
of curb issues, with the trend of brok- 
ers’ loans probably receiving closer 
watch than any other single factor. 

Operators for the advance divided 
their attention between public utilities 
and mining shares, both of which 
showed fairly consistent group strength. 
Two of the recent favorites in the utility 
division, United Gas Improvement and 
Philadelphia Electric, which had been 
particularly buoyant on talk of merg- 
ing the two companies, faltered and 
sagged on realizing when formal an- 
nouncement of the CORES HOS was 
made. 

Bunker Hill & Sullivan was the out- 
standing leader among mining stocks, 
soaring more than 30. points to the 
highest price it ever attained. Several 
other mining issues were strong in sym- 
pathy. 

Railroad issues, reflecting the move- 
ment of related shares on the “big 
board,” were highly irregular during the 
week, but closed with substantial net 
advances.

PROBABLE CONDITIONS 
LOOKED ON AS BURDEN 


Opinion Is That Reich Ought 
to Imitate U. S., Sending 
Capital Abroad. 


Berlin, Oct. 2 (A.P.):—With the’ ap- 
pointment of Dr. Kastl, former director 


of the reparations section of the min- 
istry of France, as German member of 
the League of Nations Mandates Com- 
mission, a prospect seems opening that 
Germany eventually, through the redis- 
tribution of mandates, again may be- 
come to some extent a colonial power. 
Colonial possession under the kaiser 
was much,in the limelight, but lost its 
glamour in Germany after the war. 
Shorn of the question of prestige, it 
has become a severely practical issue, 
and claims for the restitution of the 
colonies, voiced recently by the German 
colonial league, found little echo. 


Few Went to Colonies. 


The affirmation of the league that 
Germany must have colonies, or else 
drag out a stunted existence, is an- 
swered by the argument that Germany 
was not stunted before the war, yet 
only 30,000 Germans chose to live in 
the colonies, whereas a great majority 
of the emigrants preferred the United 
States. 

It is felt that the country under its 
present liabilities needs to keep ail 
sound human material employed at 
home, where land development would 
call for only half the capital expendi- 
ture involved in colonial settlements. 

Viewing the colonies as sources of 
raw material, it is pointed out that 
raw materials always can be procured 
for cash, and that Germany in the 
next war would be no more able to get 
raw materials from her colonies than 
she was during the last war. 

Again, from the standpoint of for- 
eign trade, it is recalled that in 1913, 
the last prewar year, Germany import- 
ed from the c ies commodities to 
the value of 000 marks, and ex- 
ported to the colonies commodities to 
the value of 53,464,000 marks. This 
was only a small proportion of the 
reich’s total foreign trade, which 
amounted to 11,638,000,000 marks in 
imports and 10,891,000,000 marks in ex- 
ports. 

May Imitate U. S 


As in all probability the _ colonies 
would not be handed back to Ger- 
many except under onerous conditions, 
the conclusion to many Germans seems 
warranted that Germany had better not 
bother about the colonies, but rather 
she should emulate the United States, 
which is engaged in colonizing Central 
and South America and the Far East 
with home capital. 

With these considerations in mind, 
the creation of capital at home and 
its profitable employment abroad’ is, 
according to many financial and eco- 
nomic authorities, Germany’s best pol- 
icy. 


GROCERY TRADE WAR 
ENDS IN AGREEMENT 


Wholesale Jobbers Quit Boy- 
cotting Cash-and-Carry 
and Chain Stores. 


(Associated Press.) 


The trade war between a group of 
wholesale grocery jobbers and cash- 
and-carry jobbers and chain stores 
has been brought to an end by volun- 
tary agreement of the defendants to 
cease the practices complained of, the 
Federal Trade Commission announced 
today. 

The grocery jobbers, the commission 
Said, nave signed an agreement to quit 


boycotting the cash-and-carry jobbers 


and the chain stores and to permit 
them to obtain goods in any market 
they choose. While the commisson de- 
clined to disclose the identity of the 
concerns, it stated that other cases 
had beep similarly settled by mutual 
agreement in line with the commis- 
sion’s policy of aiding self-regulation 
in business. 

The others were described as manu- 
facturers of women’s and men’s wear 
which they had been advertising as 
“silk,” when as a matter of fact it was 
not the product of the silk worm; a 
cigar manufacturer who had been ad-

Half of Oil Workers 
At Tampico Dropped 


Mexico City, Oct 2 (A.P.).—Dis- 
patches to Excelsior from Tampico say 
that between 45 and 50 per cent of the 
employes of the oil companies in the 
Tampico field, both Mexicans and for- 
eigners, have been dismissed. The dis- 
patches quote the oil companies as say- 
ing that the Mexican government has 
denied them permission to drill new 
wells. 

It is thought here that by the end of 
the year the oil companies will have 
been completely paralyzed and will 
have dismissed all their employes. *

HONS” STEADY ADVANGE 
CONTINUES DURING WEEK 


Many High-Grade Issues Are 
Sold at the Year’s 
Peak Prices. 


HELPED BY EASY MONEY 


New York, Oct. 2 (By the Associated 
Press).—The steady advance of bond 
prices continued last week in a qutet, 
orderly way, wholly devoid of any sen- 
sation. Many mortgages of high grade 
character sold at the highest, prices of 
the year, indicating that the investment 
demand was still a step or two ahead 
of the available supply. Easy money 
conditions at the end of the month, 
when a normal stiffening of rates might 
have been expected, was doubtless a 
factor in the improving price trend, 


while the low rates also tended to re- 
strain any sudden flow of offerings. 

Nervousnes created by the unsettled 
condition of the stock market undoubt- 
edly induced many investors to shift 
their attention, for the moment at least, 
to the mortgage trade. Such gilt edged 
bonds as’ Chesapeake Corporation is, 
Erie 5s, and several of the Rock Island, 
Union Pacific, Southern Pacific and 
Burlington liens changed hands freely 
around their highest prices of the year. 

Public utility obligations likewise had 
their following, many of them selling 
at or above their previous peak figures. 
In contrast, industrials eased off, indi- 
cating that some traders were sacri- 
ficing investments of this class to ac- 
quire the more buoyant rails and util- 
ities. 

A comparatively small volume of new 
offerings, with a consequent restriction 
of competition, was not without its in- 
fluence on the price trend. Again fail- 
ing to reach the $100,000,000 level, the 
new material aggregated about $78,000,- 
000, comparing with something like 
$73,000,000 in the preceding week and 
around $90,000,000 in the corresponding 
six days of last year. 

Some new offerings of major im- 
portance, tentatively expected during 
the week, failed to reach the marketing 
stage, and will not appear until next 
week, or later. 

Difficulties arose to confront the pro- 
posed $70,000,000 loan to Poland, while 
the syndicate negotiating for a $30,- 
000,000 issue of Prussian bonds met 
with delays which will force the possi- 
ble date of public offering well back 
into the. present month. The problem 
attending the latter issue appeared to 
be one of making satisfactory show- 
ing that the proceeds are to be used for 
productive purposes. The current 
status of the Polish loan was somewhat 
hazy as the week drew to a close. 

Much interest was attached to two 
railroad issues “on which convertible 
features expired at the end of Septem- 
ber. Holders of around $6,000,000 in 
Erie “D” 4s failed to convert their 
bonds into common stock, and sus- 
tained a large paper loss when the price 
declined about 25 per cent from a high 
of 135. Likewise, about $3,000,000 in 
Delaware & Hudson 5s were not con- 
verted, and the quotations on these 
mortgages fell from the neighborhood 
of 139 to a few points above par. 

Brisk dealing occurred in these two 
issues throughout the week, the Erie 
bonds being accumulated in particularly 
large amounts. Since they were con- 
vertible on the basis of two shares for 
each $100 of bonds, the price moved on 
& line approximately double the quo- 
tation of the Erie common. A similar 
situation existed in the market for the 
Delaware & Hudson securities. The 
“paper loss” sustained by holders who 
failed to convert these two issues ap- 
proximated $4,000,000.

On 
the other hand, their opponents, the 
Pirates, top them in fielding average 
over the entire 1927 campaign. 

The Yanks will present one of the 
most powerful array of hitters that has 
ever faced a corps of pitchers in the 
annual baseball classic, with Babe 
Ruth, Lou Gehrig and Tony Lazzeri 
standing out as their big guns. These 
three players, augmented by several 
lesser stars, have compiled a total of 
1,645 hits during the past season for a 
total base record of 2,615. This mark 
includes 292 doubles, 102 triples and 
158 circuit drives. 

The Pittsburgh Club will present as 
its sluggérs the Waner brothers and Joe 
Harris. Though these players have not 
been quite as hard hitters as the Yan- 
kee trio, they have been doing plenty 
of damage-in the National League, and 
have aided the National League cham- 
pions to’ arrive at a team average of 
\305, just 2 points back of the Ameri- 
can Leaguers.

THE EXPECTANT MOTHER WITH 
LEAKY HEART, 

QUESTION which is frequently 
asked of the editor of this 
column is: Can a woman with a 

leaking heart bear children with safety 
to herself and to her child? © 

As to the child, there is really no 
question. Heart disease is not in- 
herited. Perhaps some children inherit 
a weakness toward rheumatism, and 
that disorder. is the usual foundation 
stone for heart disease, but that is as 
far as inheritance operates to the dis- 
advantage of the child. 

In the case of the prospective mother, 
however, there is a real question, Heart 
leak, with broken compensation, is a 
serious handicap to successful child 
bearing. If the most important func- 
tion which woman discharges for s0o- 
clety is bearing and rearing children, it 
is proper that the answer to the heart 
disease question should be found. 


A considerable portion of the female 
population of child bearing age has 
what is called, in a loose way, heart 
disease Dr. B. E. Hamilton discusses 
the eare of prospective mother who 
==" nas heart disease in a recent numer of 
the American Journal of Nursing. 

‘In the Boston Lying-In Hospital 714 
per cent of the pregnant women who 
are receiving prenatal care are referred 
to the heart clinic. Of these about 1 
per cent have hearts that call for spe- 
clal care. Then, to begin with, let us 
say that seven-elghths of the pregnant 
women who think they have heart dis- 
Pease have no problem at all. Either 
they have no heart disease or they have 
leaks that are fully compensated, and 
their hearts are worked well within 
their limits of capacity. About 1 per 
cent of all the pregnant women seem 
to have a real problem 


In pregnancy where there is a leaky 
heart the problem is to prevent a break 
in compensation. Such breaks are duc 
to two great causes—infections and 
overexertion Infections should be 
guarded against This includes such 
infections as mild colds, sore throats, 
and coughs If sugh a woman gets an 
infection she should take to her bed 
and remain there until all aching and 
fever have passed 

To avoid overexertion pregnant 
women with heart leaks should follow 
these rules: 


1. Ten hours of bed nightly. 


2. Rest lying down for half an hour 
after each meal. 


3. Na hurrying, climbing or lifting 


4. No shopping 
5. No moving into a new home 


6 Have another woman in the home 
to help with the work - 


7. Avoid physical exerciae 

8. Delivery in a hospital. 

If a woman has brokeh compensation 
when she becomes pregnant, or if com- 
pensation breake during pregnancy, 
there is atil) a fair chance that she can 
go through safely. She should go to 
bed at once and remain there, taking 
directions and following them until 
her heart has regained ita tone 

Dr. Hamilton mentions two signs 
which should cause a person with a 
heart leak to suspect a threatened 
break In compensation. One ta cough- 
ing On exertion. Another is a smother- 
ing sensation which comes on after the 


woman has been lying down for a time 
and which forces her to sit up tn

X. ¥. Z. writes: How does the sugar 
get into the blood of a diabetic? 

Does it go through the bladder into 
the blood or ta there another route? 

REPLY. 

You have the thing hind end to. 

The sugar ia derived from the diet. 
Some of it is enten as sugar, more as 
starch, and a little as lean meat. It 
passes the digestive organs, including 
the liver, survives the action of the 
pancreas, and circulates in the. dlood. 


It is normal for the blood to contain 
sugar. 
Under certain circumstances the 


amount of blood sugar is excessive. Un- 
der these circumstances the kidneys 
may separate some of the sugar from 
the blood and throw it into the ‘urine. 
That is diabetes.

THE EXPECTANT MOTHER WITH 
LEAKY HEART. 

QUESTION which is frequently 
asked of the editor of this 
column is: Can a woman with a 

leaking heart bear children with safety 
to herseif and to her child? 

As to the child, there is really no 
question. Heart disease is not in- 
herited. Perhaps some children inherit 
a weakness toward rheumatism, and 
that disorder is the! usual foundation 
stone for heart disease, but that is as 
far as inheritance operates to the dis- 
advantage of the child. : 

In the case of the prospective mother, 
however, there is a real question. Heart 
leak, with broken compensation, is a 
serious handicap to successful child 
bearing.’ If the most important func- 
tion which woman discharges for. s0- 
ciety is bearing and rearing children, it 


is proper that the answer to the heart 
disease question should be found. 


population of child bearing age has 
what is called, in a loose way, heart 
disease. Dr. B. E. Hamilton discusses 
the care of the prospective mother who 
has heart disease in a recent numer of 
the American Journal of Nursing. 

In the Boston Lying-In Hospital 74, 
per cent of the pregnant women who 
are receiving prenatal care are referred 
to the heart clinic. Of these about 1 
per cent have hearts that call for spe- 
clal care. Then, to begin with, let us 
say that seven-eighths of the pregnant 
women who think they have heart dis- 
ease have no problem at all. Either 
they have no heart disease or they have 
leaks that are fully compensated, and 
their hearts are worked well within 
their limits of capacity. About 1 per 
cent of all the pregnant women seem 
to have a real problem 


in pregnancy where thére is a leaky 
heart the problem is to prevent a break 
in compensation. Such breaks are due 
to two great causes—infections and 
overexertion. Infectiona should be 
guarded against. This includes such 
infections as mild colds, sore Chroats, 
and coughs. If sugh a woman gets an 
infection she should take to her bed 
and remain there until all aching and 
fever have passed. 

To avold overexertion pregnant 
women with heart leaks should follow 
these rules: 


1, Ten hours of bed nightly. 


2. Reat lying down for half an hour 
after each meal. 


3. No hurrying, climbing or lifting. 


| 4, No shopping. 


5. No moving into a new home 


6. Have another woman in the home 
to help with the work 


7. Avoid physical exercise 

8. Delivery in a hospital. 

If a woman has broken comper.sation 
when she becomes pregnant, or if com- 
pensation breaks during pregnancy, 
there is still a fair chance that she can 
go through safely. She should go to 
bed at once and remain there, taking 
directions and following them until 
her heart has regained its tone. . 

Dr. Hamilton mentions two signs 
which should cause a person with a 
heart leak to suspect a_ threatened 
break in compensation. One ts cough- 
ing On exertion..Another is a smother- 
ing sensation which comes on after the 
woman has been lying down for a time

Kremer, won two games in the 1925 
series. He also feels he is “ripe” for the 
Yankee. A bit superstitious, Vic avers 
the second game assignment is his 
“lucky spot.” 

This will be the first New York-Pitts- 
burgh battle in history for premier 
baseball honors. Most of the Pirates 
have never seen the Yankees in action. 
They talk of Babe Ruth with admira- 
tion, almost akin to awe. They know 
that the American League champions 
have flattened everything in their path 
this season. But any club that has 
been through as strenuous a pennant 
fight as these Pirates: can’t be over- 
awed or licked by a reputation. They 
have got to be shown. 


“The Yankees may outclub us 
when it comes to distances,” said 
one of the Pirate regulars, “but they 
won’t outhit us. We may not put 
as many balls out of the park, but 
we will put more men on bases ang 
land the punch to bring them 
home.” 


The Pirates count on their all-around 
hitting ability, their phenomenal speed 
on the bases, plus good pitching, to pull 
them through to another world’s cham-« 
pionship. “hese assets, they are con- 
fident, will offset the greater driving 
power of the Yankee attack. If it comes 
to a knockdown-and-drag-out battle, 
Bush believes his club’s gameness under 
are Will pull it through.

Apolonio Conspiracy 
Case Heads Docket 


The Hammer-Apolonio murder con- 
spiracy case will be one of the first im- 
portant criminal cases to come before 
Chief Justice Walter I. McCoy, of Crimi- 
nal Division No. 1 of the District Su- 
preme Court after that tribunal con- 
venes for the fall term tomorrow. De- 
murrers and motions to quash the in- 
dictments will be argued next Friday. 

The defendants in the conspiracy case 
and also in the solicitation case are Dr. 
Dee Hammer, a chiropractor, and Mrs. 
Anna Apolonio, wife of Joseph Apolo- 
nio, who are charged with a conspiracy 
to murder Mrs. Apolonio’s husband.

Pierre, as a student in Paris, marries 
the young daughter of a proud Bos- 
tonian, who has the marriage annuiled 
and takes her home. She dies, leaving 
a son, but Pierre is not told about the 
child. In New York, where he has won 
fame and riches as headwaiter, he takes 
a liking to one of a group of college 
youths. out for any wildnesses, and 
later learns that the boy is his son. A 
blackmailing gold-digger has the youth 
in tow, planning to gouge him through 
a pretended marriage. Pierre foils the 
plot, reunites the boy with his real 
sweetheart, and subsides to his routine 
without disclosing his identity. 

The cast is good throughout and the 
picture is well conceived and directed. 
except for one or two errors of judg- 
ment on the comedy side. Lilyan 
Tashman has a lot to do as the vamp- 
ish lady and does it amusingly as well 
as cleverly.
